0 Female Veterans: Cassaundra Melgar C’ De Baca, thd, tbd
o0 Employment/ Education: Nick Van Zandt, Pete Salazar, and George Harrington.
= Commissioner Harrington recommended adding transitioning veterans as a
priority with Employment and Education.

= Resource Center of a “One Stop Shop”

e The council recommendations submitted by the prior commissioners
lacked signification amount of detail in terms of stakeholder
commitment and funding. The next recommendations should include an
employment component into the resource center along with the cost of
maintenance.  Also a list of confirmed and interested organizations
should be included along with the plans of development this one stop
shop center for Austin.

meeting and to vote for the Vice Chair for the next meeting when more members were present.

0 Phillip Gutierres nominated Jason Denny as the Chair for the Veterans Commission and

Pete Salazar seconded the motion. The vote was passed with no objections and Jason
Denny accepted his new position as the Chair for the Veterans Commission.
